Scientific Aid For 
Laundries 


Promises that no more linen 
will be damaged at the laundry, 
and that shrunken collars will be 
things of the past, were made last 
month by speakers at the opening, 
by Sir William Bragg, of the new 
extension of the British Laundry 
Research <Association’s labora- 
tories at Hendon. 

The work of the association has 
gone far towards finding, and cur- 
ing, the root-troubles of laundry 
damage. = 

Among improvements at the la-| 
boratory, resulting from years of 
research, are machines for testing 
the strength of fxbrics before and 
after washing; machines for find- 
ing localised chemical damage; 
charts giving the correct tempera- 
tures of the washing-water and of 
the irons required for various 
fabrics. 

Unsightly washmarks will dis- 
appear; already many” laundries 
are using invisible ink for mark- 
ing. These marks. can only be 
seen under ultra-violet rays. 

Many manufacturers, particu- 
larly those in wool and silk trades, 
are considering issuing “launder- 
ability” certificates, based on the 
tests laid down by the association.
